Besides  lacking  winter  hardiness  nearly  all 
of  it  is  contaminated  with  buckhorn,  a  bad  weed.  Safeguard  your  crops  and  your 
pocketbook  by  sowing  Michels’  proved  adapted  seed.

The  hardy  strains  from  Da¬ 
kota  and  Montana  were  about  com¬ 
plete  failures.  The  less  desirable  seed 
from  the  Southwest  is  almost  as  high 
and  much  of  it  is  worthless  in  Wis¬ 
consin.
